Social Security 
Law Prov isions ' 


George J . J ohnson, manager 
of the Social Security Adminis­ 
tration here, submits the follow­ 
ing article on the Social Secur­ 
ity Law: 
September 30, 19 55 is an im­ 
portant deadline for many wid­ 
ows and y oung children of de­ 
ceased workers who died after 
J une 19 40 and before Septem­ 
ber 19 50. The 19 54 Amendments 
to the Social Security Act made 
it possible to pay monthly sur­ 
v iv ors benefits to an estimated 
200,000 surv iv ors of deceased 
workers who died during this 
period. Many of these surv iv ­ 
ors hav e been told, priort to 
September 19 54, that they could 
not receiv e pay ments because 
the worker had not Worked long 
enough under the law in effect 
at the time of his death. Some 
of these surv iv ors hav e Already 
recontacted their local social 
security 
district 
offices 
since 
these amendments went 
into 
effect in September 19 54 and are 
now receiv ing monthly surv i­ 
v ors benefits. Undoubtedly many 
more can qualify for pay ments 
if they go back to the social 
security office and file an appli­ 
cation. 
IN ORDER for any ty pe .of 
benefit to be pay able under the 
Social Security Act, it is neces­ 
sary that the worker be “ in­ 
sured.” This means that he must 
hav e 
worked 
for 
a 
certain 
length of time in employ ment or 
self-employ ment cov ered by the 
law. A worker who died J une 
19 40 and prior to September 
19 50 needs only six quarters of 
cov erage (or q y ear and a half) 
in cov ered employ ment. 
Many 
workers who died during that 
period, moreov er, had serv ed in 
some branch of the military 
serv ice. It rrifcy be possible to 
giv e credit under the Social Se­ 
curity Act for such serv ice. 
The Social Security Law pro­ 
v ides that no claim for month­ 
ly benefits can be retroactiv e for 
more than twelv e months before 
the month of filing. Since this 
new prov ision of the law became 
effectiv e in September 19 54, any 
claim for surv iv ors benefits will 
hav e to be made on or before 
September 30, 19 55, in order to 
receiv e full benefits.

THEY STILL MISS THE POINT 
The contents of a motion pictu re hav e nothing 
to do with inv estigations into Commu nist infiltra­ 
tion in Holly wood. It is not the propaganda for 
Marx ism that is being inv estigated bu t the Com­ 
mu nist infiltration into the gov ernment and the 
organs of the people of the United States. These 
inv estigations hav e to do with the Treasu ry of the 
Commu nist Party , with the pu blicizing and ad­ 
v ertising of Commu nist and other su bv ersiv e in­ 
div idu als so that words spoken by them not on 
the screen bu t in pu blic appearances and on cir­ 
cu lars and petitions may make a great impression 
on the gu llible becau se these personalities, often 
otherwise obscu re and rarely with any intellec­ 
tu al backgrou nd, hav e su ddenly , by press agentry , 
became celebrities. 
Alistair Cooke, who 
W T ites for “The Manches­ 
ter Gu ardian.” a British newspaper, say s: 
“Indeed, in Holly wood many of the Commu ­ 
nists ex posed, and conv icted for contempt, were 
men whose professional talents had been dev oted 
to preserv ing the sort of Holly wood dream-world 
which the Commu nists are so eager to shatter. 
Films that might hav e been ju stifiably su spect— 
the old pre-war sagas of persecu ted fu gitiv es 
from the great drou ght, miners with silicosis, 
Americans on the Loy alist side in Spain, v agu e 
belly achers against ‘the sy stem’—were apparently 
written by men withou t a hint or blemish of 
Commu nist membership. One wonders what wou ld 
happen to the loy al Americans who made the stir­ 
ring ‘From Here to# Eternity ’ and The Caine 
Mu tiny ’ if the Ru ssians were to welcome the 
showing of these films, these dev astating criti­ 
cisms of the American armed forces, as telling 
Commu nist propaganda, which from the Eu ropean 
or the Ru ssian point of v iew they might well tu rn 
ou t to be.” 
Bu t what Cooke misses is that the contents of 
pictu res are u nrelated to the inv estigations. No 
inv estigators hav e ev en looked a t the contents of 
pictu res. No one was concerned w ith the contents 
of Charlie Chaplin’s pictu res; they were con­ 
cerned with his contribu tions to the Commu nist 
treasu ry and the recru iting v alu e of his important 
name. The fact that he nev er made a pictu re that 
was fav orable to the United States is of no more 
significance than if he had. Pictu res are strictly 
for a market. They are manu factu red to earn 
money for their owners who generally are inter­ 
ested in little else. Were it not so, no one wou ld 
hav e made a pictu re of su ch dross as the “Black­ 
board Ju ngle,” which Done Schary of M.G.M. pu t 
forth as an ex ample of American life, while he 
complains abou t restrictions u pon civ il liberties. 
One wou ld hav e imagined that responsible citizen­ 
ship means self-restriction and self-discipline. 
Bu t no one has tried to prev ent Schary from 
giv ing his cou ntry a black ey e in Eu rope by an 
ex aggeration of an u nfortu nate situ ation, ex cept 
Ambassador Clare Lu ce who managed to hav e it 
withdrawn from the Venice Film Festiv al. Schary 
may produ ce "Blackboard Ju ngles” to his heart’s 
content and send them all ov er the world as ex ­ 
amples of normal American liv ing, w'hich they are 
not any more than Rita Hay worth is an av erage 
American wife. These people liv e in a world of 
dramatic and intense ex aggeration and make pic­ 
tu res as best they know how u ntil a cu stomer 
resistance appears and then they change their 
sty le to earn a bu ck. When they make money , 
they are cou rageou s abou t their ideals; when the 
market is bad, they weep for mercy for their 
misdeeds. 
When the Holly wood people or some of them 
also contribu te hu ge su ms and whatev er prestige 
they hav e to bu ilding the Commu nist Party in 
the United States, then they will be inv estigated 
and they may take the Fifth Amendment all they 
like. Fu ndamentally they hav e to choose between 
the box office and the Commu nist treasu ry . If 
they prefer the materialism of the box office, they 
will not employ those who hav e directly or indi­ 
rectly associated themselv es with the Commu nist 
Party . If, on the other hand, they are capable of 
the self-sacrificing idealism of one who, believ ing 
in a cau se, will giv e his all for it, then they will 
say , “To hell with the box office, we shall employ 
w hom we please.” 
Bu t they ou ght to be able to take the conse­ 
qu ences of their decision withou t squ ealing and 
blu bbering and pu tting on an act of ou traged 
patriotism and liberalism. No one can be so noble, 
as these Holly wood folk pretend to be. and y et 
pu t ou t the mou ntain of debasing ru bbish that 
they do.

THE FINSBURY SCHEME FOR OLD PEOPLE 
I write frequ ently abou t the v ariou s working 
projects, senior citizen clu bs, and other plans 
that are being carried ou t on behalf of ou r older 
popu lation becau se one of the problems in all com­ 
mu nities today is what to do with elderly people. 
One of the consequ ences of improv ed hy giene 
and the conqu est of- infectiou s and other diseases 
is that people are liv ing longer. Now we read of 
let another su ch plan in Medicine from a broad 
section of Postgradu ate Medicine. 
The London borou gh of Finsbu ry , u nder the 
direction of its medical officer of health, Dr. Bly th 
Brooke, has tried to solv e the problem of what to 
do with elderly citizens by prov iding a factory 
where old people who are u nable to do ordinary 
commercial employ ment can work for a part of 
each day in congenial su rrou ndings in the com­ 
pany of others. The scheme has prov ed a great 
su ccess, with the resu lt that a large new factory 
was recently opened in Finsbu ry , the bu ilding 
being made possible by sev eral generou s benefac­ 
tions, inclu ding grants from the Nu ffield and other 
tru sts. 
, 
This new' bu ilding has accommodations for 120 
workers, the av erage age of the men being 7 1 and 
of the w'omen 7 0. They work for two hou rs in the 
morning or in the afternoon for fiv e day s a week 
and each worker is paid a small weekly wage. 
This weekly wage has to be small so as not to in­ 
terfere with the old age pension pay able after 
65. The object of pay ing a wage is chiefly to dem­ 
onstrate practically that the work is of real u se 
and not ju st a div ersion or mere occu pational 
therapy . This giv es these older people a sense of 
really belonging to the workaday world abou t 
them and doing a job of their own. Too many old 
people sit alone in a lonely room, u nable to af­ 
ford sometimes to go ou t any where. 
Ex amples of the w ork done inclu de making fin­ 
ger and thu mb stalls, assembling elements for 
electric irons, assembling bottles for ey e and nose 
drops, cov ering coat hangers and making ny lon 
nightdresses. There are, of cou rse, cou ntless other 
small articles or assembly jobs which cou ld be 
done. The trades u nions were inclined at first to 
look su spiciou sly at the scheme bu t withdrew' all 
opposition when it was made clear that the ordin­ 
ary commercial rate is charged for the work u n­ 
dertaken and goods made are sold to bu siness at 
fair-trade rates. 
“There can be no dou bt of the v alu e of the 
scheme to the workers in preserv ing their health 
and contribu ting to their happiness and content­ 
ment. Observ ation show's the improv ement that 
takes place in general appearance, greater self- 
confidence, increased personal pride in dress, and 
more alert ex pression. This ev idence leav es no 
dou bt of the self-respect engendered by their be­ 
ing able to share commu nity life and being able, 
throu gh skill and ex ertions, to earn ex tra money .”

Washington (NEA) — Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Du lles 
will hav e qu ite a bill of goods 
to sell when he sits down with 
his opposite nu mbers, Foreign 
Ministers Harold MacMillan of 
Great Britain and Antoine Pinay 
of France, in New York on Sept. 
27 -28. This will be the session 
where western plans will be 
made for the meeting with Ru s­ 
sia’s Foreigfi Minister Vy aches­ 
lav Molotov at Genev a Oct. 27 . 
The inclination of the British 
and French and perhaps the 
Ru ssians, too, may be to accept 
present conditions as pleasant 
and let things slide along in the 
new spirit of Genev a. 
The American position will be 
that if this happens, the earlier 
Big Fou r su mmit meeting will 
hav e been a failu re. 
The Ru ssian attitu de seems to 
be that the friendlier atmos­ 
phere which they hav e been dis­ 
play ing is pay ment in fu ll for 
past damages. 
BUT FROM OUR point of 
v iew, what the Ru ssians gav e at 
Genev a was only a down pay ­ 
ment. Hav ing accepted this first 
installment, the job ahead is to 
get additional time pay ments 
and may be squ are the accou nt. 
The showdown on this may 
come ov er the first item in the 
Big Fou r’s Genev a directiv e to 
their foreign ministers for the 
October meeting. 
This calls for consideration of 
German u nification and all-Eu ro­ 
pean secu rity as a single topic. 
The Ru ssians had originally in­ 
sisted that they be considered 


separately , with German u nifica­ 
tion being taken u p last. 
In the informal talks which 
the American delegation mem­ 
bers had with the Ru ssian rep­ 
resentativ es at the Big Fou r 
conference to win their conces­ 
sion 
on 
this 
point, 
it 
was 
stressed that the western pow­ 
ers were willing to giv e binding 
secu rity gu arantees to meet any 
objections 
which 
the 
Sov iet 
might hav e against German u ni­ 
fication. 
IT WAS MADE CLEAR that 
the western powers cou ld not 
abolish the North Atlantic Trea­ 
ty or the Bru ssels pact. 
They 
were presented as the chief re­ 
liance the West had against Ger­ 
many ’s 
again 
becoming 
too 
strong militarily . 
To qu iet Ru ssian fears that a 
u nified Germany might break 
away from NATO and start a 
new aggression, it was said that 
the western powers wou ld gu ar­ 
antee to join* forces with the v ic­ 
tim of that aggression and su p­ 
press it. 
It was ex plained that the 
western powers were already ob­ 
ligated by the United Nations 
charter to fight su ch an aggres­ 
sion. 
Bu t the West was repre­ 
sented as being willing to go 
ev en bey ond this commitment. 
One ty pe of insu rance su ggest­ 
ed was the creation of two new 
zones of inspection on both sides 
of a u nified Germany ’s eastern 
frontier. 
The western powers 
wou ld be permitted to inspect 
defenses in the Commu nist zone 
dnd the Commu nists wou ld be 
permitted to inspect the western 
zone. 
THIS WOULD NOT disru pt 
either NATO or the Warsaw 


pact alliance of Ru ssia and the 
satellite cou ntries. 
Unification of Germany wou ld 
be ex pected to hav e some signi­ 
ficant aftereffects in the satel­ 
lite cou ntries, howev er. 
If the 
East 
Germans 
are 
liberated 
from Ru ssian domination and 
u nited with the west, other peo­ 
ple in eastern Eu rope might get 
new ideas abou t liberation. 
British and French statements 
at the Big Fou r conference did 
not back u p President Eisen­ 
hower’s pleas for greater polit­ 
ical freedom in eastern Eu ropean 
cou ntries. 
Bu t if any progress is to be 
made in the nex t few y ears to­ 
wards fu rther cooperation from 
the Ru ssians, it is believ ed that 
there will hav e to be a u nited 
western stand. There can be no 
blind 
reliance 
on 
continu ed 
peacefu l coex istence. 
This is the importance of the 
American, British and French 
foreign 
ministers’ 
meeting 
in 
New York. It is a necessary pre­ 
liminary to the hard bargaining 
to pu sh back still fu rther the 
threat of international commu ­ 
nism at Genev a a month later.

Today in Washington 
Presence o f Two Germa ny s Is 
Viewed a s Big Ga in fo r Reds

Washington, Sept. 20 — This 
might some day be called the 
“new age of Noah,” who took 
two of ev ery thing into the ark. 
For now there are to be two 
Germany s, ju st as there are two 
Chinas and two'Koreas and two 
Indochinas. 
This means a continu ance of 
the two Berlins for a long time 
to come. For there is, of cou rse, 
to be no attempt at reu nification 
any where by the u se of force. 
This was the principle first laid 
down as American policy by 
President Eisenhower in his let­ 
ter to Sy ngman Rhee early in 
1953. 
It opens the way to po­ 
litical coercion and infiltration 
by the Ru ssians, who hav e no 
fu rther fear of military pressu re. 
Ju st as there were two Po­ 
lands once and the Western al­ 
lies agreed to a “coalition” by 
which the Commu nists got the 
u pper hand, so today the Sov iet 
aim still is u nificatioil—Ru ssian 
sty le—for all areas that are di­ 
v ided. 
CHANCELLOR -ADENAUER 
felt he cou ld do nothing else bu t 
agree 
to establish diplomatic 
relations with the Sov iet Union 
if he was to ov ercome the crit­ 
icism of his political opposition. 
Bu t the net resu lt* of his action 
is to present the world with the 
possibility of the same ex per­ 
ience it has had with the Sov iet 
Union when Poland was taken 
ov er by the Commu nists in Mos­ 
cow with a phony setu p. 
Two 
Polish gov ernments were con­ 
v erted into a pu ppet regime. 
By establishing two Germany s, 
the Sov iets can play one against 
the otHer and can make head­ 
way , particu larly in » West Ger­ 
many by offering reu nion to her 
at the price of giv ing u p partici­ 
pation in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
It means 
a delay in German rearmament. 
It means opportu nities galore for 
political propaganda and infiltra­ 
tion by the Sov iefls. 
THE CHANGE which the Ge­ 
nev a conference made in the 
world situ ation will become ap­ 
parent sooner or later to those 
western statesmen who hav e de­ 
lu ded themselv es with the idea 
that they are dealing with a con­ 
ciliatory Ru ssia. For not a sin­ 
gle goal has been abandoned by 
the Commu nists. In fact, “peace­ 
fu l co-ex istence” has tu rned ou t 
to be a propaganda achiev ement 
of su bstantial proportions be­ 
cau se it has fu rther remov ed 
from the world pictu re any u se 
of military force as a deterrent 
of fu rther aggression and opened 
the way to aggression by the 
Commu nists 
throu gh 
so-called 
peacefu l means. 
The Commu nists are pleased 
that any threat of the u se of 
force in defense against aggres­ 
sion now bas been abandoned. 
They are delighted that cu ts in 
armament 
are 
being 
talked 
abou t by some of the Western 
gov ernments. For it means that 
they can condu ct their su b­ 
v ersiv e tactics any where in the 
world withou t fear of reprisals 
of any kind. They are confident 
that, by releasing 
grou p 
by 


LAWRENCE 
grou p that citizens of other 
cou ntries whom they hav e held 
as hostages, the wav will be 
opened to a remov al or the trade 
embargoes. 
WHEN THE Western nations 
commit themselv es nev er to u se 
military force u nless attacked, 
they hav e no lev erage left in 
negotiations with the Commu ­ 
nists 
ex cept 
economic 
force. 
When they su rrender this in­ 
stru ment of international policy 
also, they cannot prev ent ag­ 
gression or the u se of Sov iet 
agents to stir u p rebellions in 
areas where the Western cou n­ 
tries now hav e political strength. 
With the Near East and North 
Africa torn apart with local dis­ 
sension, thu s threatening the 
air bases of the Western powers 
the “cold war” is mov ing on 
toward more and more triu mphs 
for the Commu nists in achiev ­ 
ing military objectiv es, too. 
Su rv ey ing the world scene, the 
Commu nists hav e su cceeded in 
lu lling the West into believ ing 
that tension will be relax ed and 
that somehow a peacefu l change 
is coming looking toward /ree- 
dom rather than ty ranny for 
those liv ing in su bju gation. Bu t 
there is no ev idence of itf 
Despite 
the 
belief here in 
Washington that a "two Ger­ 
many ” setu p can be u tilized to 
the adv antage of the West, the 
fact remains that the dismem­ 
berment or partition of Germany 
has become *an established fact 
by the decision of West Germany 
to enter into formal diplomatic 
relations with Sov iet Ru ssia. 
STRICTLY SPEAKING, East 
Germany is still an area occu ­ 
pied by foreign troops as a resu lt 
of the v ictory not ju st of Ru ssia 
bu t of all the Allies ov er Ger­ 
many . Neither the western nor 
the eastern part shou ld hav e 
been giv en an independent statu s 
till both were u nited and a peace 
treaty with the whole of Ger­ 
many was signed. 
Bu t, when 
the United States, Britain and 
France decided to admit West 
Germany into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and giv e 
that cou ntry independence, a 
precedent was created for simi­ 
lar treatment of East Germany 
by the Sov iets. 
There is now no pressu re u pon 
Moscow to u nite the two becau se 
no military or economic force 
will be u sed by the West to at­ 
tain that objectiv e. Hence there 
is no reason for Moscow to agree 
to reu nification. Partition means 
a weak Germany —and that’s 
what the Sov iet ru lers want. 
They will hav e that adv antage 
for a long time to come. 
Germany ’s politicians now will 
begin to debate whether reu nion 
at a price—no help from the 
West, and dependence on Ru s­ 
sia—is better than the indefinite 
separation of West Germany 
from the Ea^t, bu t with contin­ 
u ed help from America 
and 
Western 
Eu rope. 
It 
doesn’t 
au gu r well, for a free German 
repu blic u nder a single gov ern­ 
ment for a long, long while. 
Once u pon a time France was 
div ided, 
with 
Alsace-Lorraine 
detached and left in the hands 
of Germany , and this sowed the 
seeds for the first world war.

U. S. attorney . In this attack on 
an infamou s condition, I specifi­ 
cally disav ow any insinu ation 
against any particu lar ju dge or 
district attorney . 
I deal with 
two specific cases only to prov e 
that political dissidents can be 
persecu ted legally by the Depart­ 
ment of Ju stice. 
Ezra Pou nd, confined more 
than 10 y ears in St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital, Washington, is one of 
the greatest poets we ev er had. 
He won the Bollingen Prize for 
poetry . 
Pou nd liv ed in Italy befoie and 
du ring the war and made a few 
u nintelligible broadcasts which 
were heard in the United States 
by few others than the official 
monitors. 
His poetry is u nin­ 
telligible so it is not hard to 
maintain 
that 
his 
broadcasts 
were, too. In common with mil­ 
lions of Americans at home, he 
loathed the Roosev elt regime on 
specific moral-grou nds. No ev i­ 
dence ev er was presented in 
cou rt against Pou nd. 
He was 
sent to St. Elizabeth's and the 
Department of Ju stice threw 
away the key in 1945. He is a 
political prisoner in a horrible 
bu ghou se firetrap whose su per­ 
intendent, Dr. Winfred Ov erhol- 
ser, recently was qu oted in the 
New York Herald Tribu ne as 
hav ing said that he prompted the 
Army Medical Corps to send him 
a portion of Benito Mu ssolini’s 
brain. 
Ov erholser said he had 
heard ru mors that Mu ssolini had 
paresis. 
Howev er, according to 
•the H-T story , he admitted that 
he had no su ch ex cu se to ask the 
army to mu tilate this fallen mil­ 
itary .and political enemy be­ 
cau se Mu ssolini’s achiev ements 
long after Ov erholser heard this 
ru mor conv inced him that Mu s­ 
solini was "the v ictim of a ru mor 
rather than of the ru mored dis­ 
ease.” 
Thps, he depriv ed him­ 
self of ev en that 'dou btfu l ex ­ 
cu se. 
This man also was cu stodian 
of Mrs. Manu el Miller, of Beth­ 
el, Vt., after she was snatched 
from her hu sband and three 
small children by order of the 
Department of Ju stice, locked 
u p ov ernight in a v ile prison in 
New York among the lowest 
ty pes of female criminals and 


then transported to St. Eliza­ 
beth’s. Mrs. Miller finally gav e 
the Department of Ju stice an 
ex cu se to get her when she 
cou nselled y ou ng draftees to re­ 
fu se to report for inv olu ntary 
serv itu de. She was indicted bu t 
Albert Einstein was not mo­ 
lested when he pu blicly ex hort­ 
ed not a few indiv idu als bu t all 
persons to v iolate the law which 
empowers Congress to compel 
persons to giv e answers to con­ 
gressional 
committees. 
Both 
laws are equ ally important. 
Mrs. Miller nev er was ad­ 
ju dged insane or mentally in­ 
competent. The gov ernment de­ 
stroy ed its case in that respect 
when it finally tu rned her ou t 
of Ov erholser’s booby -hatch and 
sent 
her 
to 
trial. 
Herbert 
Brownell, the attorney general, 
hastily took this dodge to av oid 
the embarrassment of a habeas 
corpu s proceeding which u n­ 
dou btedly wou ld hav e forced 
him to release her. 
Bu t did Ov erholser giv e her 
a clean bill of health? He did 
not. He wrote “we hav e report­ 
ed to the attorney general, 
withou t committing ou rselv es 
to the diagnosis that she is men­ 
tally competent to stand trial.”

incompetent,” he, or the ju dge 
himself, shall cau se an ex amina­ 
tion by one “psy chiatrist.” The 
ju dge may throw the v ictim 
into a lu natic asy lu m for a 
“reasonable” period for “obser­ 
v ation” by the “psy chiatrist.” It 
shou ld be noted that “psy chi­ 
atry ” in many instances has be­ 
come a scandalou s racket of 
qu acks who flagrantly ignore 
the most ru dimentary ethics of 
the medical profession. The fed­ 
eral ju diciary as a whole has 
deteriorated 
likewise. 
If 
the 
"psy chiatrist” reports that the 
accu sed is mentally 
incompe­ 
tent, the ju dge then so finds. 


After that, the ju dge may “com­ 
mit the accu sed to the cu stody 
of the attorney general” to be 
locked u p u ntil he is “compe­ 
tent” to stand trial. That day 
may nev er come. 
In Mrs. Miller’s case there 
was a definite charge on the 
cou rt record by the defendant 
that the ju dge was preju diced 
becau se she had rev iewed in 
print and condemned the politi­ 
cal circu mstances attending his 
appointment.

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HELP WANTED—SCIENTISTS 
The number of American engineers is 
decreasing while increasing numbers of col­ 
lege men are attracted by other fields. 
This is true of the sciences in general ac­ 
cording to Admiral Lewis L. Strauss, chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Commission, in 
his report to President Eisenhower. He 
says that we need many more technical 
and scientific experts than we have or are 
turning out. 
Secondary schools report that fewer stu­ 
dents are taking courses such as math- 
matics, chemistry and physics, the indis­ 
pensable bases for an engineering career. 
The suggestion is that youngsters find these 
subjects har'd and prefer vocational sub­ 
jects which demand less brain work and 
more use of the hands. 
A disturbing development is the report 
that Russia has more engineers than ever 
before. Perhaps this is because the Soviet 
can order students to take engineering 
courses. With no such strong arm methods 
available, America’s reserve of scientists 
and engineers can only be bolstered by the 
help of teachers, parents and vocational 
guidance clinics. Good students should be 
urged by teachers and parents to consider 
the science* fields. Clinics should be used 
for their fine testing programs and advice. 
Children need help in vocational choices. 
This assistance should not be neglected. 
Neither the child’s needs and aptitudes nor 
the labor market’s demands should be 
ignored. If the future is to be as bright as 
is predicted, it will need more engineers 
and scientists (han we are currently pro­ 
ducing. It also will need more philosophers. 


DOMINANCE OF WISHFUL THINKING 
Reports from Britain are disturbing on 
the extent to which optimism for general 
peace has swept the country. Other West 
European lands are said to be similarly 
affected. 
The optimism appears to be shared in 
Britain by the press, the business commu­ 
nity, mid- and lovver-grade politicians, and 
ordinary citizens. To listen to their com­ 
ment, one would imagine that the “Geneva 
spirit” already had produced solid accom­ 
plishment in the direction of a world set­ 
tlement. 
In fact, all we have is the promise inher­ 
ent in what seemed to be an altered mood 
on the part of the Soviet Union. So far the 
Kremlin has delivered nothing but super­ 
charged friendly atmosphere. 
The British and other Europeans have 
been burned again and again in this cen­ 
tury of false promises. One would think 
they might be wary of new pledges until 
they see them fulfilled. But no, at the first 
sign of a change in attitude, they indicate 
a readiness to drop their guard and take 
their recently fearsome adversaries as 
bosom friends. 
Responsible British and American offi­ 
cials are searching for some way to remind 
them forcefully that a boar hug can kill. 


NEW LOOK, OLD LISTEN 
A couple of patches of tarnish on the 
Russian “new' look”: 
The advance guard of German Chancel­ 
lor Adenauer’s mission to Moscow found 
that their new' Russian “friends” had set 
about establishing a mood of trust by wir­ 
ing the Germans’ hotel rooms with dicta­ 
phones. 
It may be the new look, but it’s the same 
old listen. 
Then, a U. S. congressman from Cali­ 
fornia reports that at one stage of his 
junket to the Soviet Union, a Russian held 
a loaded gun to his head. This gesture of 
friendship, wfas not to be found in any of 
the ^iquette books the congressman knew.

THEY STILL MISS THE POINT 
The contents of a motion picture have nothing 
to do with investigations into Communist infiltra­ 
tion in Hollywood. It is not the propaganda for 
Marxism that is being investigated but the Com­ 
m unist infiltration into the government and the 
organs of the people of the United States. These 
investigations have to do with the Treasury’ of the 
Communist Party, w ith the publicizing and ad­ 
vertising of Communist and other subversive in­ 
dividuals so that words spoken by them not on 
the screen but in public appearances and on cir­ 
culars and petitions may make a great impression 
on the gullible because these personalities, often 
otherwise obscure and rarely with any intellec­ 
tual background, have suddenly, by press agentry, 
became celebrities. 
Alistair Cooke, who writes for “The Manches­ 
ter Guardian,” a British newspaper, says: 
“Indeed, in Hollywood many of the Commu­ 
nists exposed, and convicted for contempt, were 
men whose professional talents had been devoted 
to preserving the sort of Hollywood dream-world 
which the Communists are so eager to shatter. 
Films that might have been justifiably suspect— 
the old pre-war sagas of persecuted fugitives 
from the great drought, miners with silicosis, 
Americans on the Loyalist side in Spain, vague 
bellyachers against ‘the system ’—w-ere apparently 
w ritten by men without a hint or blemish of 
Communist membership. One wonders w hat would 
happen to the loyal Americans who made the stir­ 
ring ‘From Here to# Eternity* and ‘The Caine 
Mutiny’ if the Russians were to welcome the 
showing of these films, these devastating criti­ 
cisms of the American armed forces, as telling 
Communist propaganda, which from the European 
or the Russian point of view they might well turn 
out to be.’* 
But w'hat Cooke misses is that the contents of 
pictures are unrelated to the investigations. No 
investigators have even looked a t the contents of 
pictures. No one was concerned with the contents 
of Charlie O iaplin’s pictures; they were con­ 
cerned with his contributions to the Communist 
treasury' and the recruiting value of his im portant 
name. The fact that he never made a picture that 
was favorable to the United States is of no more 
significance than if he had. Pictures are strictly 
for a m arket. They are m anufactured to earn 
money for their owners who generally are inter­ 
ested in little else. W ere it not so, no one would 
have made a picture of such dross as the “Black­ 
board Jungle,” which Done Schary of M.G.M. put 
forth as an example of American life, while he 
complains about restrictions upon civil liberties. 
One would have imagined that responsible citizen­ 
ship means self-restriction and self-discipline. 
But no one has tried to prevent Schary from 
giving his country a black eye in Europe by an 
exaggeration of an unfortunate situation, except 
Ambassador Clare Luce who managed to have it 
withdrawn from the Venice Film Festival. Schary 
may produce "Blackboard Jungles” to his heart s 
content and send them all over the world as ex­ 
amples of normal American living, which they are 
not any more than Rita Hayworth is an average 
American wife. These people live in a world of 
dram atic and intense exaggeration and make pic­ 
tures as best they know how until a customer 
resistance appears and then they change their 
style to earn a buck. When they make money, 
they are courageous about their ideals; w’hen the 
m arket is bad, they weep for mercy for their 
misdeeds. 
When the Hollywood people or some of them 
also contribute huge sums and w hatever prestige 
they have to building the Communist P arty in 
the United States, then they will be investigated 
and they may take the Fifth Amendment all they 
like. Fundamentally they ha vie to choose between 
the box office and the Communist treasury'. K 
they prefer the materialism of the box office,"they 
will not employ those who have directly or indi­ 
rectly associated themselves with the Communist 
Party. If, on the other hand, they are capable of 
the self-sacrificing idealism of one who, believing 
in a cause, will give his all for it, then they will 
say, “To hell with the box office, we shall employ 
whom we please.” 
But they ought to be able to take the conse­ 
quences of their decision without squealing and 
blubbering and putting on an act of outraged 
patriotism and liberalism. No one can be so noble.

THE FINSBURY SCHEME FOR OLD PEOPLE 
I w rite frequently about the various working 
projects, senior citizen clubs, and other plans 
that are being carried out on behalf of our older 
population because one of the problems in all com­ 
munities today is w hat to do with elderly people. 
One of the consequences of improved hygiene 
and the conquest of- infectious and other diseases 
is that people are living longer. Now' wje read of 
let another such plan in Medicine from a broad 
section of Postgraduate Medicine. 
The London borough of Finsbury, under the 
direction of its medical officer of health, Dr. Blyth 
Brooke, has tried to solve the problem of what to 
do with elderly citizens by providing a factory 
where old people who are unable to do ordinary’ 
commercial employment can work for a part of 
each day in congenial surroundings in the com­ 
pany of others. The scheme has proved a great 
success, with the result that a large new factory 
was recently opened in Finsbury, the building 
being made possible by several generous benefac­ 
tions, including grants from the Nuffield and other 
trusts. 
, 
This new' building has accommodations for 120 
workers, the average age of the men being 71 and 
of the women 70. They work for two hours in the 
morning or in the afternoon for five days a w’eek 
and each worker is paid a small weekly w'age. 
This weekly wage has to be small so as not to in­ 
terfere with the old age pension payable after 
65. The object of paying a wage is chiefly to dem­ 
onstrate practically that the work is of real use 
and not just a diversion or mere occupational 
therapy. This gives these older people a sense of 
really belonging to the workaday world about 
them and doing a job of their owrn. Too many old 
people sit alone in a lonely room, unable to af­ 
ford sometimes to go out anywhere. 
Examples of the work done include making fin­ 
ger and thumb stalls, assembling elements for 
electric irons, assembling bottles for eye and nose 
drops, covering coat hangers and making nylon 
nightdresses. There are, of course, countless other 
small articles or assembly jobs which could be 
done. The trades unions were inclined at first to 
look suspiciously at the scheme but withdrew all 
opposition when it was made clear that the ordin­ 
ary’ commercial rate is charged for the work un­ 
dertaken and goods made are sold to business at 
fair-trade rates. 
‘T here can be no doubt of the value of the 
scheme to the workers in preserving their health 
and contributing to their happiness and content­ 
ment. Observation shows the improvement that 
takes place in general appearance, greater self­ 
confidence. increased personal pride in dress, and 
more alert expression. This evidence leaves no 
doubt of the self-respect engendered by their be­ 
ing able to share community life and being able, 
through skill and exertions, to earn extra money.’*

Su ch an ticipation will fall in to the 
realm of wishfu l thin kin g u n less man y more stu den ts an d old folks 
arou se themselv es an d get ou t to Dietz Stadiu m to root for Kin gs­ 
ton High again st Christian Brothers Academy of Alban y in the 
1955 in au gu ral. 
Which leads os to an enlightening brochure released a few 
day s ago by the company which* hopes to replace free TV with 
“ phonev islon,” that delightful instrument where y ou pay the 
telephone company a set fee for each game to unscramble a 
football fig saw'puzzle on y oor home set. 
The phon ev ision people assert, an d the ev iden ce backs them, 
that u n restricted TV broadcastin g of sports ev en ts will accelerate 
the ex istin g tren d toward destru ction of major sports. The reason 
is simple: mo6t of the pu blic wou ld rather stay at home an d watch 
v ia TV in stead of goin g to the place where the ev en t is held, an d 
withou t direct box office su pport, sport perish. Commercial spon ­ 
sorship is still n o su bstitu te for the gate loss. 
Time was when an y Satu rday aftern oon in the fall wou ld fin d 
college football radiatin g from mo6t TV station s. That situ ation 
en ded to the sou n d of collapsin g stadiu ms an d the ou traged y ell of 
collegiate athletic departmen ts. The resu lt has been action by the 
NCAA to sev erely restrict all football telecastin g, an d the sched­ 
u les that hav e been allowed du rin g the past three season s hav e 
been u n satisfactory to sport fan s. 
The fear of commercial telev ision that most colleges hav e 
is a v ery material one. Practically all schools are dependent on 
the football gate to help underwrite most of their general 
sports program, including basketball, baseball and intra-mural 
sports. The drop off In stadium receipts when fans stay home 
to watch football gamca Is something that no college athletic 
association treasurer wants to contemplate ev en in his wildest 
nightmares. 
The fact that a majority of schools hav e the same attitu de was 
ev iden t last y ear, particu larly . You will n ote that when the Big 
Ten an d Pacific Coast Con feren ce deejded that they were stron g 
en ou gh to ov erride the draw-off from telecastin g, practically the 
en tire ran k an d file of other colleges an d u n iv ersities was dead 
again st them, an d the NCAA ru led adv ersely on the idea. 
While Notre Dame hasn 't been hu rt too mu ch at the box office 
by telev ised games, it is worth n otin g that ev en Notre Dame is 
presen tin g three, an d possibly fou r, of its games on Theatre TV 
this fall, as compared with three that will be telecast by station s. 
Out of more than 1,008 college lev el football games to he 
play ed this y ear, fewer than 5 0 will be seen hy telev ision v iew­ 
ers. That’s what commercial TV has done to the collegiate 
field. In the lower echelons down to high schools and prep 
game« It has literally murdered the attendance.
